The young! man w as employed a ; a we ll-digger for the firm of Kohl 
Brothers, of Myerstown, York 
county. 
He and his brother-in-law w ete 
engaged in sinking 
a shaft 
for a wop at the C. ll. Musselman Canning 
Company at Gardners when the m ishap occurred*. 


W ater for their w ell-digging e n ­ 
gine was procured from a cistern near­ 
by, and Baumgartner decided to as­ 
certain hew- much water was in the 
cistern. 
His brother-in-law gave him 
a pen knife, believing he would use it 
to whittle the end of a stick to be 
inserted in an onening Tn the concrete 
cover over the cistern. 


Instead of using a 
wooden 
stick, 
Baumgartner took an iron pipe about 
twenty feet long. 
H e had raised it 
in the air and w as about to place it 
in the opening in the cover of the 
cistern when it came in contact with 
the exposed high tension power wire 
of the Cumberland Valley Light and 
Power Company. 
Baumgartner was killed instantly. 
It is said he had been warned about 
the high tension power wires. 
He and 
his brother-in-law had been engaged 
in drilling the well at Gardners since 
early last week,

Baumgartner 
shocked by the high-powered electric­ 
ity that black marks from the nails 
in his shoes were left on the concrete 
cover o f the cistern.

C. G. Crist, Chambers­ 
burg street, county coroner, also was 
called, but deemed that an inquest wa* 
unnecessary, since the man was killed 
in an accidental manner.
